The State of Nevada Department of Public Safety, Office of Traffic Safety has made
funding available to purchase 14 Preliminary Breath Test devices (PBTs). These will
replace older PBT devices. The new PBTs will be used by the Patrol Division to test
drivers that may be driving under the influence. Item was submitted to the first available
BCC meeting once received.

BACKGROUND

Grant funds are to be utilized by Washoe County Sheriff’s Office to purchase equipment
used to test drivers for evidence of driving under the influence. The funds being awarded
to the WCSO are deobligated funds returned to the Office of Traffic Safety from another
agency. These funds are being awarded at the end of the grant period, and must be spent
by September 30, 2015.
